Subject: 
“Earth Art” 


“Earth Art’, the creation of Raymond 
Pestrong and Richard Lambert, is a multi- 
media exploration of the complex inter- 
relationship between natural and manmade 
structures. It seeks to develop, as a sen- 
sory experience, the evolution of our land- 
scape, and reflects on sources of 
stimulation for many of mankind's crea- 
tions. (For example, the Transamerica 
Pyramid in San Francisco echoes the 
appearance of wind eroded sandstone.) 


“Earth Art’s” theme is positive and uplift- 
ing, reflecting a hopeful note for our rela- 
tionship with the natural environment as 
both a dwelling place and as a model for 
artistic and engineering works. The pro- 
gram was developed initially as a teaching 
tool for geology courses but its appeal 
transcends the classroom and its wide ac- 
ceptance by audiences throughout the U.S. 
indicates the profound interest held by so 
many in the environment. 


Raymond Pestrong, a Fellow of the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Sciences, is professor 
of geology at San Francisco State Univer- 
sity where he concentrates on courses in 
landscape evolution (geomorphology), 
environmental geology, and physical 
geology. Dick Lambert is an instructor of 
geology at Skyline College in San Bruno. 
He is also deeply involved in multi-media 
and has just completed a well received 
program on the 1906 earthquake. 


“Earth Art” promises to be a popular 
Christmas-time program - an inspired look 
at natural and manmade environments set 
to music. As usual your membership card

This is the final month for “Shakespeare: 
The Globe and The World”, the exhibition 
drawn from the world-famous collection of 
the Folger Shakespeare Library in 
Washington, D.C. This exhibition was made 
possible by grants from the National 
Endowment for the Humanities, Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company, Exxon 
Corporation, and the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting, It will be open through 
December 31 at the Academy. (See

A new exhibit entitled, Monumental Stone 
Carvings of the Ancient Maya opened last 
month in Lower Cowell Hall Gallery with 
over 50 photographs by Rufus Diamant of 
carvings in the jungles of Southern Mexico, 
Guatemala and Honduras. Mr. Diamant 
spent three years observing and photo- 
graphing in this part of the world and his 
work interprets the human, religious and 
scientific aspects of the Mayan culture. A 
special section in the exhibit deals with 
Mayan hieroglyphics and their ancient cal- 
endar known to be more perfect than the 
Gregorian calendar. Through May 15, 1980.

McBean Gallery; John Adair: Southwest Im- 
ages in the Patricia Price Peterson Gallery; 
New Botanical Prints by Henry Evans in 
the Cowell Hall Galleries; and Voyagers to 
Jupiter in Science Hall outside the 
planetarium.

Ralph Chesse with Macbeth and a witch 


If you’ve always thought that puppets are 
just kid stuff take another look, because 
here comes ‘“‘Macbeth”, a full scale 
marionette production, using live actors, 
and the timeless expertise of Ralph Chesse 
who has been called the Dean of American 
puppeteers. In 1927 Chesse introduced San 
Francisco theater-goers to a marionette 
version of “Hamlet” which was hailed by 
local critics as ‘“‘a production of rare 
beauty’; one which “captured the mood of 
Shakespearean tragedy more completely 
than any of the numerous stage produc- 
tions” of this famous play. The most ex- 
citing element of the production is 
described by Ralph Chesse himself: ‘‘Dur- 
ing the hours that the play is in progress 
the audience lives within the dimensions of 
the puppet stage. More than that, even 
when the real world intervenes, the illusion 
prevails.” 


And now the critical question: What is the 
Illusion and how is it created? “First of all, 
consider the marionette. The cardinal rule 
for the marionette is that he must not be 
‘life-like’. If you try to carve realistic 
characters you end up with little wooden 
dolls that twist and turn but never actually 
come to life. By imitating the human you 
invite a direct comparison with Nature, and 
the marionette will always suffer from the 


comparison. Instead, by carving a creative 
mask, a three dimensional sketch with a 
broad outline of what each figure should 
look like with exaggerated character traits, 
| let the audiences fill the details,” states 
Mr. Chesse. 


One of his later marionette plays, 
‘Macbeth’, has been revived and is being 
presented at the California Academy of 
Sciences this Christmas season by the 
sons of Ralph Chesse, Dion and Bruce, 
who will play MacDuff and Macbeth re- 
spectively. Both are heavily involved in 
theater and puppetry themselves. Bruce, a 
puppeteer for over twenty-five years, 
worked with his father on the “Brother 
Buzz” television program which aired from 
1952 to 1966 in the Bay Area. Dion’s com- 
mitment to theater includes ‘Brother Buzz” 
and a lengthy career as an actor and direc- 
tor, his most recent effort being the direc- 
tion of two productions at the Walnut 
Creek Performing Arts Center. 


An amalgam of fine art, theater and 
puppetry lives in the strings of the 
“Macbeth” characters. It is a unique and 
exciting experience for audiences of all 
ages! 


“Macbeth” will be shown at the California 
Academy of Sciences’ Morrison Auditorium 
December 27 through December 31 at Noon 
and 4:00 p.m. each day, except for Decem- 
ber 28 when only a Noon performance will 
be given. (You can also see “Macbeth” at 
the University of San Francisco beginning 
December 5 through 8 at 8:00 p.m. in the 
evenings.) Tickets are available through 
Ticketron (788-2828) or you can order 
tickets through the Public Information Of- 
fice at the California Academy of Sciences.
